This won't be Mr. Douras’ 
first experience in an anti- 
fascist army — he was a 
member of the Lincoln Bri- 
gade for a year and a half 
during the struggle for life 
of Loyalist Spain against 
the fascist butcher Franco. 

While in Spain, Mr. 
Douras was a member of 
the Tom Mooney Machine 
Gun Company. “Tom 
Mooney was an honorary 
member of our Veterans’ 
organization,” he told the 
Daily Worker, “and we were 
proud to have him, too. But 
the reactionaries killed him 
with prison.” 


Another honorary member of the Veterans is in jail 
right now, Douras went on. “And that’s Earl Browder. 
It would be a big help against Hitler to let him out, too. 
Tom Mooney and Earl Browder are both our brothers in 
arms against the Nazis.

Irish Americans Denounce 
Christian Front at Rally

A round crowd of Chelsea Irish— 
old fclks and middle ones and chil- 
dren who ran up and down the 
aisles—filled the auditorium of 
P. 8. 11, 321 West 2ist St., with 
their applause Tuesday night— 
lauding their heroes and de- 
nouncing the Christian Front as 
“traitor” Irish. 

The occasion was a St. Patrick's 
Day meeting called by the Amer- 
ican Irish Defense Association and 
addressed by a number of outstand- 
ing Irish Americans including Ma- 
jor General John F. O’Ryan, Prof. 
William Agar, Eugene P. Connclly, 
Tim Murphy and Christopher Em- 
mett, who's a direct descefidant of 
the great Irish patriot, Robert Em- 
mett. 

Mr. Emmett, who served as the 
chairman, set the tone for the meet- 
ing with his tribute to “the legion 
of brave Irish Americans who are 
now doing their duty on land and 
sea and in the factories of Amer- 
ica.” 

DISGRACE TO IRISH 


On the other hand, he pcinted to 
the shameful “loud voices” that are 
bringing disgrace to the Irish 
Americans—the “Gallaghers, Me- 
Williamses, Cassidys, Coughlins and 
Currans.” 

He spoke of the “probable atti- 
tude of the great Irish patriots” 
toward today’s war. 

“Robert Emmett, Wolfe, Tone, 
Lord Edward Fitzgerald and Charles 
Stewart Parnell all were nourished 
in the tradition of liberty which ex- 
pressed itself in the American and 
French Revclutions,” he pointed 


Flood Waters 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 18 
(UP). — Flood waters from rain- 
swollen creeks and rivers receded in 
Western New York today after 
causing an estimated $1,000,000 
damage to homes, highways and 
bridges. 

At Batavia, where the Tonawan- 
da Creek went over its banks, and 
in lowlands borcering the Genesee 
River the water still was rising, 
however. The Genesee was expect- 
ed to reach a crest sometime today. 

Batavia reported the worst flood 
conditions in its history. families 
were forced to fiee their homes and 
damage was expected to run into 
the thousands of dollars. Some 
damage was caused to buildings in 
the business: section of the city. 
Three vicinity schools were closed. 

Highways were inundated and 
railroad lines were washed out in 
at least six places. Section of the 
Erie Railroad branch line near 
Alexander and Arcade and Attica 
tracks near that village were 
washed out. Washout of a culvert 
near Sherman caused eight cars cf 
a Pittsburgh-Buffalo flyer to leave 
their tracks early yesterday, caur- 
ing minor injuries to seven persons. 


Washington CIO 
Urges U.S., British 
Soviet Labor Meet 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 18.— 
The Washington Industrial Union 
Council of the CIO passed a 
unanimous recolution calling for the 
immediate opening of a western 
front in Burope, at its meeting last 
night. Pointing out that the world 
anti-Axis forces now have a real 
opportunity to land Hitler 1 knock- 
out blow in 1942, speakers indicated 
that the opening of such an offen- 
sive would greatly stimulate pro- 
duction so that industry could be 
more quickly rallied to feed such an 
offensive. 


Other speakers, discussing this 
resolution suggested that the call- 
ing of a meeting of the labor leaders 
of the United States, Britain and 
the Soviet Union would greatly 
stimulate the war effort, and showed 
how the visit of the Soviet trade 
union delegation to Britain gave a 


great impetus to the war effort 


out. “They opposed tyranny 
wherever it was found. Since they 
disapproved of the tyranny of Na- 
poleon, even though Napoleon 
fought against England, it is not 
hard to guess what they would have 
thought of Hitler, who has tortured 
and enslaved every free country in 
Europe.” 

Dr. Agar, the head of Freedom 
House, also scored the Coughiins 
and Ourrans, declaring: 

“The whole story of the Christion 
Front, based as it is on anti-Sem- 
itism, is a straight piece of the Nazi 
line.”

But the same Congressmen defeated all 
efforts to reduce or abolish the $47,000,000 
subsidy to the big sugar interests. 


In short, the reaction-as-usual and ap- 
peaser Congressmen proved to the American 
farmer once more that his welfare lies in a 
firm collaboration with the working people 
for a democratically worked out program 
backing the Government’s war policy. 

In such a program, the economic prob- 
lems of the farmers and workers would be ad- 
justed properly with victory as the main 
goal, but without any of the hoodlum wreck- 
ing of vitally needed agencies now going on 
at the hands of the reactionaries and ap- 
peasers. 


These Massacred Victims 
Cry for Vengeance 


„ One's blood runs cold as one reads the 
latest United Press report of a massacre of 
80,000 Jews in the city of Minsk now occu- 
pied by the Nazis. 

The United Press states that the German 
officers calmly, and apparently with great 
pleasure, commanded all Jewish men, women 
and children to turn their clothes over to the 
Nazi soldiers and then turned machine-gun 
fire loose upon the huddled, defenseless 
human beings. 

Some of the Nazis who wanted to enjoy 
a special pleasure, the United Press states, 
used their revolvers upon their victims at 
close range. 

The same kind of appalling wholesale 
murder is going on in all the territory occu- 
pied by the Nazis and their allies in Tokio. 

For example, the Polish Government-in- 
Exile reports that the Polish people are being 
systematically starved and debauched. As 
food is being withdrawn from the Polish 
towns by the Nazis, opium and alcohol are 
being shipped in with the purpose of de- 
priving the Polish population of all stamina 
and will. 

The Soviet Government, through the offi- 
cial paper issued by Foreign Commissar V. 
M. Molotov, has informed the civilized gov- 
ernments of the world of the horrible atroci- 
ties committed against thousands of men, 
women and children in the occupied areas of 
the USSR. The diaries of the Nazi soldiers 
gloatingly list unspeakable barbarities com- 
mitted against women and guerrilla pris- 
oners. 

We believe that it is the duty of our 
government to speak its anger to the entire 
civilized world. We think that our Govern- 
ment ought to let the world know that these 
horrors—which are planned for us as well 
as for all Axis vietims—shall not go un- 
avenged-for long. 


Shall Martin Dies Bully 
Our Government Officials? 


How long will Martin Dies be allowed to 
bully Government officials through his effort 
to wield a super-legal control over their de- 
partments? 

The resignation of Malcolm Cowley, New 
Republic editor from the Office of Facts and 
Figures, under fire of Dies’ insinuations 
raises this question before every American. 

It is not the personality of Cowley which 
is involved here; he is but another of the 
victims Dies set out to “break” by his pofit- 
ical blackmail. Martin Dies has levelled his 
insults and insinuations far and wide, from 
the President of the United States, to Cabinet 
members, and down the line. Dies only re- 
cently tried to “break” Leon Henderson. 

The fact is that so long as Government 
officials allow Martin Dies to wield the 
weapon of Red-baiting they themselves are 
not safe from Dies’ bullying. So long as Dies 
is permitted to use the tactic which Hitler, 
Goebbels and the Vichymen of France have 
made notorious, just so long will every re- 
sponsible American official live in fear of a 
Martin Dies assault. 

Thus Martin Dies is allowed to remain 
the political censor of the thoughts and ac- 
tions of responsible American officials. No

Is it not time for Government officials to 
stand up to Martin Dies and defend their 
traditional democratic rights?

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Inside Fascist Italy

Nation Disillusioned With Promises 
As Mussolini Brings People to Ruin 


By E. M. Ercoli 


(This is the first’of a series of five 
articles dealing with conditions in 
Fascist Italy) 

(By Wireless te the Daily Worker) 
MOSCOW, March 18. — In June, 
1941, Mussolini followed Hitler's 
lead and made war on the Soviet 
Union. By that time the economic 
and political foundations of Pascist 
Italy were seriously shaken. They 
were being undermined by the sub- 
dued resentment of the masses and 
by the concealed mistrust of the 
Government which was spreading 
to ever wider circles of the popula- 
tion. This was the result of nearly 
20 years of Fascist tyranny, of ar- 
duous military adventures which 
had brought the people only disil- 
lusionment and indignation. Such 
was the result of the dismal defeats 
suffered in East Africa, Cyrenaica, 
Greece and Albania, defeats brought 
on the Italian Army by the Fascist 

regime. 

In 1925 Mussolini, having by vio- 
lence and terror destroyed the last 
vestiges of democracy and popular 
freedom in Italy, declared that the 
Pascist Party’s task was to “aggran- 
dise the country.” Mussolini tried 
to instill in the people the idea that 
the conversion of Italy into a bar- 
racks and prison was vital for 
“strengthening Italy's military 
might” and for creating “a great 
Italian Empire.” 

TO CRUSH PROTESTS 


His real aim, however, was to use 
every means, fair and foul, to crush 
even the slightest protest and in- 
dignation of the masses against the 
dictatorship of industrial and finan- 
cial magnates, big landlords and 
profiteers. Fascism deprived the 
Italian people, not only of freedom, 
but also of the remnants of that 
relative prosperity which it attained 
at the price of long and difficult 
struggle. 

Only the reactionary and para- 
sitic groups which placed Mussolini 
in power enjoy prosperity and have 
won for themselves the guarantee 


of unhindered profits and the right. 


to concentrate in their avid hands 
all of the country’s wealth. B ut 
from the moment that Mussolini 
chose any starting point in the cam- 
paign to conquer “greatness” for 
Italy, from the moment when he 
donned the helmet of war and took 


the unfortunate Italian people have 
been subjected to one calamity after 
another. 

The rapacious campaign against 
Abyssinia in 1935 cost the Italian 
people 70 billion lira. Intervention 
in Spain in 1937 cost 10 billion lira. 
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Following the conquest of Abyssinia 
Mussolini require 50 billion lira to 
develop his ill-famed empire. War 
expenditure grew. The people and 
the country received as a result of 
these adventures only constantly 
growing burdens of taxation and 
fantastic rise in prices which be- 
gan in 1939. 


HUGE FORTUNES 


But for the Italian bankers and 
profiteers in colonial wares, these 
adventures of Mussolini meant un- 
interrupted increase in profits, more 
capital and the steady extension of 
their domintaion. Already during the 
war the gang of marauders who sup- 
plied the Army, the monopolists in 
industry and the Fascist bosses 
raked in tremendous fortunes. The 
construction of the notorious “im- 
perial highways” m Eastern Africa 
turned out to be a gold mine for the 
industrial pirates and fascist chief - 
tains who suddenly discovered that 
colonization was their natural call- 
ing. 

But military operations in 1940 
and ‘41 prevented these highways 
from being used and more had to 
be imported into the Italian colonies 
than was exported. In Cyrenaica 
where Italy in the last two years 
lost over 300,000 killed, prisoners or 
sunk on transports, 40,000 Italian 
settlers lived exclusively on state 
subsidy. 

The Fascist ringleaders kept feed- 
ing promises to the people, to the 
rank and file of their own Party 
and to all who began t manifest 
dissatisfaction and doubt at the 
close of the intervention in Spain. 
It is true, said the Fascists, that the 
conquest of the African empire cost 
many victims but Italy has acquired 
a jumping off ground and when the 
opportune moment comes it will 
serve Mussolini as a base from 
which t leap forward to new con- 
quests that will make Italy powerful 
and rien, 

CRUMBLED LIKE CARDS 


But at this “opportune moment” 
when Mussolini to use his own 
words was “taken by the throat by 
history” and like a jackal attracted 
by the odor of carrion, he decided 
to plunge into war, the much 
vaunted “jumping off ground’ 
crumbled like a house of cards. 
Simultaneously there was shattered 
in Africa, Greece and Albania the 
Fascist lie which for so many years 
was the keynote of all Mussolini’s 
bragging assertions that che Fascist 
regime allegedly makes for a mili- 


tributed in no small share to the 


indifference and hostility 

masses and consequently of the sol- 
diers to Mussolini's war adventures. 
These adventures never evoked en- 
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thusiasm among the majority of the 
population. While most Italians did 
not express their disapproval openly 
and did not resort to active resist- 
ance, the people at any rate were 
but passive onlockers of Mussolini's 
adventures. 

The masses who followed Fascism 
and placed their faith in its lying 
propagand were particularly hard 
hit by the military defeats of 1940 
and 1941, which offended their 
pride and evoked profound disil- 
lusionment. For them this was the 
first impulse compelling them to 
seek in the Pascist regime the rea- 
sons for what they considered to 
be Italy’s national humiliation. 


PRECARIOUS POSITION 

Less than a year passed after 
Italy declared war on France and 
England when the Italian Fascists 
who for several years had promised 
the people triumphant victories and 
had expected the war to help them 
overcome difficulties at home, found 


When all plans for a “concerted 


offensive” on Egypt burst like bub-» 


bles, when Grazziani’s Army was 
destroyed In Cyrenaica, when East 
Africa was lost and when Mussolini 
was beaten in Greece and Albania, 
signs of a serious crisis began to 
appear in the country. Dissatisfac- 
tion spread to all sections of the 
population, from the workers to the 
monarchist circles, from the towns- 
folk to the wide masses of tre Cath- 
colic peasantry. Disillusionment be- 
gan to manifest itself even among 
the active Fascists. 

The conviction that the Fascist 
Regime was bankrupt gained cur- 
rency. Mussolini feverished sought 
salvation from catastrophe. He

MOSCOW, March 18.—The Soviet Information Bu- 
reau publishes the following diary of military opera- 
tions of one of the Partisan Detachments operating 
behind the German lines on the territory of the 
Smolensk region: 


Jan. 28—Detachment raided the village O, dislodged 


the Germans and captured trophies, including two 
guns, 27 trucks, 15 mctorcycles, a large number of auto- 
matics and ammunition. Ninety German soldiers 
wiped out. 

Jan. 29—Attack launched by the Germans. sup- 
ported by light tanks and armored cars to regain village 
O was repulsed. The Germans lost 50 killed and a 
damaged tank on the approaches to the village. 

Feb 3 and 4—Repelled two German attacks supported 
by several light tanks and armored cars. Losing one 
armored car and 93 men killed the Germans retreated, 

Feb. 5—Reinfcrcements from loca! collective farmers 
joined the detachment. Breaking uy into two groups 
the Partisans attacked the Germans in the villages 
G. and I. In the ensuing engagement the Germans 
lest 150 men killed and one gun. 

Feb. 6—Following scouting operations, carried out 
raid and destroyed headquarters of a German Division 
and headquarters of the 13th motorized regiment. The 
Germans fied, leaving on the village streets mere than 
80 soldiers and officers killed. We captured headquar- 
ters documents, 75 trucks loaded with property plun- 
dered from the population and other trophies. On 
the very same day another unit cf our detachment 
ousted the Germans from the village M and cep- 
tured 49 trucks and 16 automobiles, four field radio sta- 
tions, 19 motorcycles, one machine gun and other mili- 
tary equipment.
